Project/Loca+on: Camarillo Sanitary District Water Reclamation Plant, 150 East Howard Road 

Project Descrip+on: City of Camarillo Reclaimed Water Storage Reservoir (WT-14-03). Construction of a 
partially buried, one million-gallon rectangular reinforced concrete reservoir and relocation of the 
existing tertiary effluent pump station with controls in the southwestern area of the Water Reclamation 
Plant property.

A Mitigated Negative Declaration has been prepared 
outlining a Mitigation Monitoring Plan to mitigate the potentially significant impacts of the project to 
less than significant levels. Additionally, the project site is not known to contain any significant 
hazardous waste contamination under Section 65962.5 of the Government Code.
